New York, Nov. 2 2 3— Considerable 


public interest is manifested in the 
case 
of 
Sarah 
Koten 
which 
was 
called for trial today in the criminal 
branch of the supreme court. 
I he 
young woman, a Russian Jewess, who 
has been in America but a few years, 
is charged with having murdered Dr. 
Auspltz last spring. 
The victim was 
a man of fam ily and a physician of 
high standing in his profession. 
Dr. Auspitz maintained a private 
sanitarium and Sarah Koten was em­ 
ployed by him as a nurse. 
Accord­ 
ing to the young woman she was 
wronged by the physician and then 
cast out. 
W h en an effort to obtain 
justice in the courts failed lier, she- 
determined to wreak vengeance upon 
her alleged betrayer. 
On the night of the tragedy, she 
telephoned to Dr. Auspitz at his home 
in East 
Ninty-third street. 
In 
the 
guise of a patient she summoned the 
physician to make a professional call 
at an apartment house in W est 135th 
street. 
When the physician arrived 
at the house the young woman, heavi­ 
ly veiled, met him in the vestibule 
and without a word shot and killed 
him instantly. 
After the killing Miss Koten col­ 
lapsed and for days her life was des­ 
paired of. 
Because of her condition 
she was removed from the Tombs to 
the city hospital on Blackw ell's Is­ 
land. 
There, on September 26 last, 
she 
gave 
birth 
to 
a child. 
The 
circumstances surrounding tile case 
aroused much public sympathy in be­ 
half of the unfortunate and friendless 
young woman. 
This sympathy was 
increased when it became known that 
charges sim ilar to those made by 
the young Jewess had previously been 
preferred against Dr. Auspitz by an­ 
other woman who had been in his em­ 
ploy. 
Through the efforts of charit­ 
ably disposed 
persons able counsel 
has 
been 
engaged 
to 
conduct 
the 
defense of Miss Koten.

To The Eagle: 
I wish to ask you 
to announce through th*- colum ns of j 
your paj»er to tho citizens of Brazos 
county that beginning with Nov. I, 
the cream ery a t the A. & AI. College 
has been operated on a comm ercial 
basis and we are anxious to buy all 
of the cream possible. 
This opens 
up an opportunity for the farm ers 
of this county to obtain a revenue 
from their cows which will enable 
them to m eet their running expenses 
for their farm from month to month. I 
We wiil pay an average prR-e of 
25c per lh. for butter fat in the cream I 
separated from the milk by m eans of 
centrifugal separators. 
These separators are sold by deal­ 
ers in Bryan and can be bought on 
satisfactory term s. 
The cost of the 
separators should not prevent any­ 
body from engaging in this dairy busi­ 
ness, for the extra am ount of cream 
secured from the milk where a per- I 
son is milking eight or ten cows, I 
wMll pay for the separator in fess 
than one year’s time in addition to 
the extra value of the cream separat- i 
ed in this way. 
A cow which produces two gallons 
of milk per day should give approxi­ 
mately three-fourths of a lb. of butter | 
fat. 
If this average is m aintained, I 
the revenue from this cow for one I 
month would be about $5.50. 
Some 
cows will do much better than this 
and of course many not so well. 
I j 
do not anticipate th at any farm er j 
would have to increase his force of I 
laborers on his farm as he could easi- I 
ly milk six, eight or ten cow’s with­ 
out any additional expense and the 
revenue derived would be certainly 
of much help in m eeting current ex­ 
penses. 
A rrangem ents will be made to per­ 
mit farm ers living north of Bryan to 
deliver their cream at Howell & New­ 
ton's store. 
Those who reside east 
or south of the College can deliver 
their cream directly to the College 
Creamery. 
Each lot of cream will be 
sampled and tested for butter fat and 
paid according to the amount of but­ 
ter fat It contains.
